But this Family of P/uto have the Impudence of the D—I, 
to fay if you don’t fend a Shilling when they want it, you 
thall be excluded all Lodges whatfoever: And thus there'go 
Four or Five Shillings a Year, you don’t know for what; 
befides other Expences, which is ten times as much. I could 
give you a Lift of Expences for one Year only, would make 
you ttare; but it does not fignify, for any man that has beers 
a Mafon Half a year, and comes to read this Book, will 
know what I fay to be true, and more fo if he reads it outs 
for it will let him into things he never thoyght of but now h¢ 
will {ce them as plain as poffible. - 


Pray, Brother, what is the matter that Six or Eight or 
Ten Brethern, that like to learn Mafonry, can’t meet at a 
Brother’s Houfe when they pleafe, and fpend their Six-pence 
with Pleafure, and depart in Peace, without wrangling and 
cheating one another; which too often. happens of late, by _ 
admitting of bad Men, and laying Charges upon them that 
are not honeft enough to keep one Tittle thereof; which I 
could {peak of Two or Three who were made Mafters laft 
St. Fobn’s Day, and in a Month’s Time turned out the moft 
forfworn Villains in the World. 


Therefore, I advife all young Brethren to meet as afore- 
faid; firft at one Brother’s Houfe, and then at another, that 
isin the public Way: For what Occafion have you to be 
confin’d to any particular Lodge, when you may hold a 
Lodge where you pleafe, and when you pleafe; having 
either Three , Five, Seven, or Eleven, and as many more as 
you pleafe; andthus you will be of Service one to another, 
without fending your Money to the grand Number I, as 
they call it, qwhich they tell you is for Charity; but if it be, 
Jam afraid they make themfelves the Poor: Thus I advi 
you further, that you have nothing to do with them, f 
they are Wolves in Sheeps Cloathing. z 


It was the Cuftom among the Primative Mafons, and alfo 
among the Primitive Chriftians, to vifit one another 5 for it 
i faid as Iron fharpens Iron, fo fhall one Man fharpen ano- 

. ther. : 


But methinks Ihear fome young Brethr.n fay, Who fhall 
inftru& us? I anfwer: Buy this Book, t ou wilt have In- 
ftruétions ewough. But perhaps you will fay, How thall I 
know that it is right? Get fome faithful Jri/bman, for Two 
or Three ‘Times, and you will foon fee that this Book is 
right; for they all underitand Mafonry, even the loweift 
Clafs of them, if they are once made; for then it is the 
chief of their Bufinefs. Inthe Winter they have a little 
Money out of the Box of Number I, to buy them a few 
Cloaths, fo you may have one of them any Night only pay- 
ing for what he eats and drinks, for they never pay any 
thing; but if they can lay hold of the Money, they will: 
Sol charge you to take care of that, and you may do well 
enough with them, paying their Expences of the Night: . 
Or you may havea faithful Inftru@or from Number I; the 
Secretary, or the like, with One or Two with him; but 
they muft be all free, becaufe they come to inftru& the

- But with all their Wit, they never could find me out, that 
Fnever was made a Mafon, or received any of following 
Obligations; yet I have been a Member of feveral Lodges, 
both Antient and Modern, and Royal Arch; and have been 
Matter of fome Lodges in England. will tell you how L 
came at it without being made; as follows. 


Tama German, born near Berlin; and being acquainted 
with an Englifh Family, who had a large Quantity of Books, 
and being intimate with their Children, 1 learnt a little 2x- 
glifh, and took great delight in reading of Englifh Books, 
which I could have when I would. About the Year 1740, 
(1 was then upwards of 20 Years old) as, I was a looking in 
my Neighbour’s Library, I found a Pamphlet, called Ma- 
ifonry Diffecied, an Englifh Book; 1 read it with great At- 
tention, becaufe 1 had heard of Mafonry to bea very bad 
Thing; fo 1 took great Notice of this Book, and could fay 
it all by Heart, or very near, and concluded it was the whole 
Thing, but it was not, yet there was enough to get Admit- 
tance into a Lodge. For, 


About Two or Three Years after, I went to Paris; 1 
had not been there long, before I work’d with a Man that 
was a Mafon, and belonged to a Lodge in Paris. We fell 
in Difcourfe about Mafonry, (I had heard that he was one* 
before) Lafk’d him if he was a Free-Mafon; he faid are 
you? I faid I am; and he afk’d me where] was made, I 
iaid at Berlin. He afk’d me fome Queftions, which Lan- 
{wer'd out of the Book, and happened to be rights fo he 
fhook me by the Hand and call’d me Brother, and took me 
to his Lodge, which 1 became a Member of, and belong’d 
to it whilft I ftaid there, which was Two ar Three Years ; 
then my Bufinefs led me to England. When [fet out, they 
gave mea Certificate, and were very forry to part from me, 
but defir’d me to remember them to all Brothers in England, 
which I did not forget. 1 went to a Modern Lodge, as the 
Trifh call them, whofe grand Lodge is held at the Devil ‘Ta- 
vern, but I don’t care to mention the Lodge. They ne-, 
ver difputed me when I fhew’d them my Certificate, for they 

“were fond of hearing how Mafons proceeded in other Coun- 
tries, which is juft the fame as_it is here only one Thing in 
the Matter’s Part, and that I fhall {peak of in the sree 

‘art, 
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Part. Then-Iwas invited to an Jrifb Lodge, that call’d 
themfelves the moft antient Mafons, and held their grand 
Lodge at the Five Bell Tavern in the Strand, which is the 
whole Subje& of this Book; but the other I don’t meddle 
with, becaufe there is a Book already publifhed, called Ma- 
Sonry Diffected, whith was publifhedin the Year 1730; and 
I believe was all the Mafonry that was made ufe of at that 
Time; but it is not half that is ufed now, though it is the 
nigheft that was ever wrote about the Matter before this. 


Indeed there have been many Books writ about Ma- 
fonry, but moft to draw the Reader’s Mind from off the a- 
forefaid Book; for I have read them all that have been pub- 
lith’d thefe Twenty Years, and I never faw any Mafonry 
but in the aforefaid Book. ‘There was one publifh’d the 
other Day, call’d, 4 Mafler Key to Free Mafonry, but it is 
not the Thing, tho’ it is fomething about the Matter, but fo 
very little, that it is not worth {peaking of; there is not one 
Thing right, only fome of the Words, but not in their pro- 

Places. I wonder that any Man can pretend to write a 

k of a Thing that he knows nothing of, but by picking | 
a Bit here and there. For no Man is able to fpeak or write 
this Secret, without he has vifited Lodges fome Years. He 
fpeakes of Drawing upon the Cieling with a Pencil, that 
ews he knew nothing of the Matter, to fill, People’s 
Cieclings full of Marks and Scratches, which would be foon 
known to all the World.’ All Men that ever faw any, 
Thing of Mafonry, know that their Drawing is upon the 
Floor, (and that is the Reafon of the Mop and Pail) but any 
Man that reads my Book with attention, will find it right, 
by his own Judgment only; for I will affure you there was 
never fuch an exaé account before publifh’d; which I hope 
will give entire Satisfaction to all Lovers of ‘Truth; fo I fhalf

But me- 
thinks I hear fome fay, Iam furpriz’d that a Gentleman 
of good Senfe and Reafon would fuffer himfelf to be us’d 
fo; to be robb’d of all his Money, and all Manner of 
Metal, and almoit ttripp’d naked, and blinded, with a 
Halter about his Neck !. fo fay 1. But the Reafon is, no 
Man ever was made a Mafon, but has fome Friends there 
that were Matons already, and perhaps under fome Obli- 
gation, who will fay, we were terv’d fo before, and were 
not afraid; ut you will hear the Reaton for it all, then’ 
you will be fatisfied, and fay our Meaning is good. I 
mytelf have feen feveral that would not go through it, ’till 
their Friends have preached the aforelaid Doérine. I 
_ know feveral that have receiv’d the firft Step, and would 
go no farther; for there was one Mr. 7+——s, a Clergy- 
man, and Curate of St. Mary Over’s, in Southwark, fo 
angry and furpriz’d, that he woula have been glad to have 
made his Efcape from them, provided it had been in his 
Power; but they would not permit him ’till he had re- 
ceived the Apprentice’s Obligations, which they call the 
firft Pill, that you fhan’t difcover what you have {een 
but when he got away, he never came near them more, 
and thought himfelf very ill-us’d. Two or three more 
were jurpriz’d in that Manner at the fame Lodge, viz. at 
Number I heid then at J—*+s, at the Mitre on the 
Broad Wall, Chriff Church in Surry, and feveral other 
Lodges that I have heard of; but this I know to be faét. 
Alfo the Matter of a Lodge, who had made a‘great ma- 
_ ny Fools, by getting One Pound Five Shillings from each 
of them: ‘There was half the Money fpent, and the other 
half kept in the Box for charitable Ufess but when they 
rpg to the amount f many Pounds, the Matter in 
the Chair, who is fworn moi wickedly not to robe the 
» Ledge (but to ferve it) which he did, by carrying it all 
off, and faid he wanted Charit y¥> therefore he would keep, 
“it, and they might do their worft and be d—n’d; and 
feveral more that I have known to do fuch ‘Tricks, bi I 
: on’t 
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don’t care to mention their Names, having faid cnough to 
be underftood. I think the above Number confirms the 
Charaéter, before they would ferve a Brother, they would _ 
rob him, or take away his Gharaéter, whereby he may 
Jofe his Bufinefs. I could tell you a great many bad 
‘Things they have done one to another, although they are. 
{worn fo bitterly to the contrary; but it would fwell my 
Pamphlet into a large Volume. Therefore, I fhall pro- 
¢ced to the Apprentice’s Reafons, as I promis’d yous but 
there is one bad Thing that I cannot leate out, which 
one Brother did to another. 
A diftrefs’d Brother, being a little in Debt was oblig’d 
“to obf{cond from his Habitation, till his Affairs were fet- 
tled. He ow’d a Brother Thirteen or Fourteen Shillings, 
it was no more, I declare. He came into this diftrefs’d — 
Brother’s Honfe whilft he was from Home, and brought - 
proper ‘Officers to feize his Effects, which. frighten’d his 
Wife and Children greatly, for he faid he would take 
them all. The Brother’s wife faid, what for Fourteen 
Shillings? and told him if he would ftay till Sunday, her 
Hufband would be at Home, and hop’d would bring fome 
‘Moncey with him; but if he did not, it fhould be paid on 
the Sunday following, by fome Means or.other; but he 
faid he would not ftays fhe defir’d he would, as it was 
but Two or Three Lays, but to no purpole; fo he took 
to the value of Three Pounds for the Poole Shillings, 
and carry’d them off. Here is an Inftance of Mafonry! 
which the World takes to he a charitable good Thing. 

But obferve what a forfworn Villain he muft be, as 
you wil find when you examine all the Obligations or 
Oaths; Fourteen Shillings could not hurt him or his Fa- 
mily, for he was worth Hundreds. 

I thall fay no more,*becauie I would not be too fevere; 
tho’ I have faid enough to difplay their Villainy, which 
I hope will be a Caution to all others.
